Middle East war 
flares up again

Hard fighting continued today on 
both fronts of the Arab-Israeli war 
despite the cease-fire ordered by Israel 
and Egypt Monday night. 
The 
m ilitary correspondent 
of 
Egypt’s Middle East News Agency 
reported that Egyptian and Israeli 
forces were “ locked in the most vicious 
fighting since the outbreak of the w ar.’’ 
Israel charged the Egyptians with 
“ incessant” cease-fire violations and 
said its forces in the southern sector of 
the Suez Canal front had been ordered 
to continue fighting to counter Egyp­ 
tian attacks in that area. 
Egypt accused the Israelis of seizing 
new positions during the night, par­ 
ticularly on the west bank of the canal, 
and said that Israeli planes bombed 
and strafed the Egyptian forces. 
It said this “compels our forces to use 
force to strike at the Israeli forces in 
the positions occupied after the cease­ 
fire.” 
Israel also reported a big air battle 
over the Syrian front and claimed its 
pilots shot down IO Syrian planes 
during the morning. Syria charged that 
Israeli planes and artillery were a t­ 
tacking villages in the eastern foothills 
of Mt. Hebron. 


An ea rlier Israeli com m unique 
reported heavy Egyptian fire Monday 
night and said, “toward the end of the 
night the shooting lessened but did not 
cease completely.” Several hours later 


a second announcement in Tel Aviv 
reported: “ At daybreak the Egyptians 
opened heavy fire on Israeli forces on 
the western bank of the Suez Canal on 
the central lector.” 


There was no immediate word on 
Israeli retaliation in that area, but an 
official of the Israeli command said 
after the earlier reports of Egyptian 
firing that the Israeli forces “showed 
as much restraint as was possible 
before returning fire.” 


Damascus Radio announced that the 
Syrian government was still studying 
the cease-fire resolution voted early 
Monday by the U.N. Security Council. 


O bservers 
in 
nearby 
southern 
Lebanon said the sounds of fighting 
seemed to die out on the Syrian front 
just before the cease-fire hour, and 
Associated Press correspondent Alex 
Efty reported from Damascus that 
artillery flashes were not visible there 
Monday night for the first time since 
the war began.

Democratic leaders said today Speaker 
Carl Albert will turn over all proposals 
for impeachment of President Nixon to 
the House Judiciary Committee “for 
full consideration of whether or not an 
impeachable offense was committed ” 
Albert scheduled a news conference 
for shortly before noon to announce his 
action. 
But leaders emerging from a formal 
meeting on the procedure, including 
Rep Jim Wright of Texas, said Albert 
told them he wants the im (Teachable 
offense inquiry rather than full-scale 
House impeachment proceedings. 
Wright 
said, 
however, 
that 
im­ 
peachment 
resolutions as 
well 
as 
resolutions urging only an inquiry will 
be turned over to the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. 
“This is the first necessary step if 
impeachment proceedings are to en­ 
sue,” Wright said. 
He also said Albert stressed twice 
during the morning that he wants 
House Republican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan confirmed as vice 
president before there is any formal 
House action on impeachment, should 
the proceedings go that far. 
“ He just doesn’t want Jerry Ford to 
be held hostage,” Wright said. 
Republican leaders also met, and 
Ford reaffirmed his support for Nixon. 
Asked 
w hether 
he 
thinks 
im ­ 
peachment is likely, Ford said, “ It 
doesn’t seem to me that the facts, 
under the present circu m stan ces, 
justify such drastic action.” 
Rep. John J. Rhodes of Arizona, a 
leading candidate to succeed to the top 
leadership post if Ford is confirmed as 
vice president, said, “ I don’t think the 
President has done any such act as 
would call for impeachment.” 
He said the dismissal and resignation 
of Justice Department officials did not 
constitute such acts. Asked whether 
refusal to comply with the court order 
to produce the Watergate tapes was 
such an act, Rhodes said, “ I don’t think 
you can say there has been a refusal.” 
Meanwhile, 
an 
Associated 
Press 
sampling of sentiment in the House 
showed that 48 members — most of 
them Democrats — are willing to at 
least consider impeachment proceed­ 
ings against Nixon. 
The developments followed Nixon’s 
weekend firing of special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox and the

Nixon lawyers bare compromise 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
President 
Nixon’s lawyers were due in court 
today with a Watergate tapes com ­ 
promise the White House hopes will 
head off demands for his impeachment. 
After a holiday weekend that shook 
the government, the House reconvened 
with at least two members prepared to 
file im peachm ent resolutions and 
many more saying they are ready to 
consider such a move. 
And U.S. District Court Judge John J, 
Sirica also returned ready to hear how 
the White House will meet his demand 
for nine presidential tapes. The judge 
called a meeting for today of both 
grand juries looking into Watergate. 
White House lawyers planned to tell 
the judge the case was settled out of 
court. But it was an out-of-court set-

Under the set­ 
tlement, Stennis would then give the 
sum m ary to the judge and the Senate 
Watergate committee. 
Cox had subpoenaed nine tapes from 
the President and, when Nixon refused 
to comply, the special prosecutor went 
to court and got favorable decisions 
from Sirica and the U.S. Court of 
Appeals. 
Nixon ordered Cox to halt his court 
efforts to obtain those tapes and any 
other White House recordings, notes or 
documents pertaining to presidential 
conversations. 
When Cox refused, Nixon ordered his 
dism issal 
and 
tran sfe rre d 
the 
prosecution force he had headed into 
the Justice Department. 
Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson, who 


had been confirmed by the Senate last 
May only after promising to appoint 
Cox special prosecutor and give him 
broad independence to pursue the in­ 
vestigation, resigned. 
When Deputy Atty. Gen. William P. 
Ruckelshaus also refused to fire Cox, 
he was dismissed. 
Robert H 
Bork, who had been 
solicitor general, a job Cox held a 
decade ago, was named acting attorney 
general, and he carried out the presi­ 
dential order to fire Cox. 
Bork put Assistant Atty. Gen. Henry 
E. Petersen, head of the criminal 
division, in charge of the Watergate 
investigation and pledged to pursue it 
vigorously. 
He said Petersen “will 
use the 
evidence and staff already assembled, 
as well as other department personnel, 
to see that these cases are pressed to a 
conclusion and that justice is done.” 
Cox’s refusal to compromise on the 
tapes issue received support from Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin Jr., chairman of the 
Senate Watergate committee. Ervin 
said, “I would have done exactly like 
Cox did.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Watergate committee today asked the 
U.S. Court of Appeals to reverse a 
decision dismissing its Watergate tapes 
suit. 
In a brief filed with the appeals court, 
the committee said, "It has been 
suggested in the press that a ‘com­ 
promise’ of this lawsuit was reached 
whereby appellants would forego this 
litigation in exchange for ‘summaries’ 
of certain tapes. This is not correct. 
“ While the President has unilaterally 
offered ‘sum m aries’ of certain tape 
recordings, there was no commitment 
by Sons. (Sam J.) Ervin and (Howard 
H.) Baker that, as a quid pro quo, this 
lawsuit would be withdrawn.” 
The 
committee said, 
“We 
need 
hardly stress that this case is of great 
moment to the nation. The President is 
withholding materials that appellants 
urgently and vitally need to fulfill their 
legitimate legislative functions,” 


M eanwhile, village officials are 
trying to get approval of the state to use 
the private well of the Dinkier Plastics 
Co. at the north edge of town.

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Ohio Assembly opens special session today

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
Members 
of the I loth Ohio General Assembly 
return to the Statehouse today for a 
special legislative session designed to 
curb deteriorating public regard for 
politicians and their campaigns. 
D em ocratic Gov. John Gilligan 
called the extraordinary session and 
restricted it to consideration of new 
laws to limit and account for campaign 
spending 
House Speaker A G Laneione. IMW 
Bellaire, said there probably will be 
party caucuses when both chambers 
convene at 1:30 p m. The lawm akers 
are expected to recess later to let 
Senate and House election com m ittees 
work on specific proposals, including 
one from the Gilligan administration. 
Predictions of how long the special 
session may last vary from several 


days to two weeks or longer. It will 
depend on the lawm akers’ ability to 
reach a compromise in key areas 
The big point of contention centers on 
how to handle campaign contributions 
from labor unions. Gilligan opposes a 
$3,(KH) ceiling on such contribtuions if 
the money 
comes from 
individual 
donations of less than $10, funneled 
through a labor organization. 
Republicans are expected to insist 
that the individual union members Ik* 
allowed to earm ark their donations to 
the party or candidates of their choice, 
as teachers are permitted to do in a 
new wage check off program they have 
for political contributions. 
House Majority Whip Richard F 
Celeste, 1) 5 Cleveland, will introduce 
the governor’s bill in the House, he 
said, while Sen Thomas E. Carney, D 
32 Girard, is expected to introduce it in 
the Senate. 


Celeste defended the union proposal 
at a news conference Monday, saying 
labor organizations have their own 
“ constitutional a rra n g e m e n ts ” and 
asserting their functions are “open and 
democratic.” It would be wrong, he 
maintained, for the legislature "to 
w rite a different decision making 
procedure ” 
Some Republicans, including Rep 
Alan FL Norris, R 27 Westerville, want 
to prohibit contributions from a union s 
operating fund. Sen. Paul R. Matia, R 
25 Westlake, has proposed restricting 
all political contributions to those from 
individuals and political parties 
Celeste said there is a chance for 
compromise “ All legislation requires 
compromise; that’s the first thing I 
learned when I came down here,” the 
Clevelander said 
Gilligan’s bill places a $3,000 ceiling 
on contributions by any individual or 


lamily unit, and sets specific eompaign 
spending amounts for various state and 
local offices. 
It also requires any candidate who 
plans to spend $500 or more to name a 
campaign treasurer who would be 
responsible for collecting and spending 
funds. Deputy treasurers could also tx* 
named to collect funds The treasurer 
would be required to keep records cur­ 
rent to within not more than seven days 
after receiving a contribution or ex 
ponditure. 
Reports of contributions and ex­ 
penditures would have to be made 40 
days and ll days before a primary, 
special or general election. Reports 
would be filed with the official who re­ 
ceived the candidate’s petitions the 
secretary of state in a statewide race or 
county boards of election otherwise 
A candidate for governor would lie

dies at 96 


SAN JUAN. P R. (AP) — Tributes 
poured 
in 
today 
a c c la im in g 
the 
greatness of Pablo Casals, the cellist 
and hum anitarian who died Mondav at 
96. 
He was to be buried this afternoon in 
a black granite vault less than a block 
from his home. 
Casals, who for the last 35 years used 
his musical talents in a protest against 
tyranny and a campaign for peace, 
died after three weeks in Auxilio Jutuo 
Hospital. He was hospitalized after a 
heart seizure, but doctors said he also 
suffered from chronic bronchitis, a 
kidney 
fa ilu re 
an d 
c irc u la to ry 
ailments. 
He was the foremost cellist of the 20th 
century and a superlative perform er 
into his 80s. In recent years he won new 
honors as a conductor. He was a source 
of inspiration to the musicians with 
whom he worked every sum m er at the 
Marlboro, Vt., music colony. 
“ Sometim es I feel like a boy,” Casals 
once said. “ Music does that. I can 
never play the sam e piece twice in the 
sam e way. Each time it is new.” 
"Pablo 
Casals 
was 
one 
of 
the 
greatest musicians of all time and the 
g re a te s t 
c e llis t,” 
said 
E u g en e 
Orm andy, the music director of the 
Philadelphia Orchestra. “ His love of 
people w as probably the reason for his 
rich and long life.” 
R u s s ia ’s M stislav R ostro pov ich, 
considered Casals’ successor as the 
world’s No. I cellist, said, “ I have lost 
not only a great teacher but a true 
friend. I feel a great personal grief.” 
Born Dec 29, 1876, in Vendrell, in the 
fiercely independent 
part of Spain 
known as Catalonia, Casals played 
before 
Spanish 
royalty 
before 
he 
reached the age of 15. He was solo 
cellist for the Paris Opera while still a 
teen-ager. 
He returned to Spain in the 1930s to 
conduct his own orchestra, but was 
driven 
a b ro a d 
by 
G e n e ra lissim o 
Francisco F ranco’s overthrow of the 
Republican government in the Spanish 
Civil War.

allowed to spend five cents for every 
person in the state, or about $550,000 in 
a p rim ary election, and IO cents a 
person in a general election. 
Local candidates could spend the 
sam e am ounts per person in their 
districts. 
The governor’s bill 
restricts 
the 
amounts that can be spent on other 
statewide races to two cents per person 
in the state for prim ary, special or 
general elections. The limit of about 
$220,000 would apply to the lieutenant 
governor, attorney general, auditor, 
treasurer, and secretary of state 
A limit of $50 would be placed on cash 
contributions. 
The bill would also establish a five- 
m em ber Ohio Elections Commission, 
to be nam ed by the governor with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. No 
more than three m em bers could belong 
to the sa m e political party. The com ­ 
mission 
would have 
the pow er to 
review and override any decision m ade 
by the secretary of state. 
It would adopt a code of fair c a m ­ 
paign practices, designate and provide 
the forms for reports and statem ents 
required under the new law, report an­

Hillings noted that $135,000 already 
had gone to 1970 congressional can­ 
didates who were friends of dairymen, 
the sources said.

Richardson lives in Mc Lean, Va., a Washington suburb 
Editorialists attack 
Nixon developments

Impeachment has stirred bitter 
comment from Ohio newspapers. 
Editorially, 
newspapers displayed 
general disapproval of the firings of 
special 
Watergate 
prosecutor 
Archibald Cox, and Nixon’s refusal to 
submit Watergate tapes to a federal 
grand jury, 
“Mr. Nixon, who has shown some 
serious misjudgements in the past year 
or so, is misjudgeing the American 
public if he thinks the Fox-Richardson 
incident 
will 
be 
accepted 
without 
stirring some terrible questions,” 
stated the East Liverpool Review in a 
editorial in today’s edition. 


The newspaper, which previously has 
supported Nixon, continued: “ And if 
the American public is misjudging the 
President, he cannot blame his own 
aides, the Congress or the press as has 
been his more recent practice.” 


The East Liverpool newspaper said 
that Nixon '... while clinging to his 
constitutional rights,...may have lost 
the respect of the nation...” 
The 
President 
has 
shown 
an 
‘‘inability to provide what so many 
Americans have been hoping for 
vindication of the* claims of innocence, 
a conclusion to the ugly hints as to what 
went on in the Oval Office, the moving 
on to the important challenges the 
nation faces on domestic and foreign 
fronts,” the editorial continued. 
“ .. Who can believe now that the 
function of the Watergate probe, 
returned to the Department of Justice, 
will he carried out ‘with fairness and 
vigor,’ as the White House states?” it 
asked. 
In a Monday editorial, the Cincinnati 
Post and Times Star asked: “ Is Nixon 
above the law ?” 
It continued: “ In America we enjoy 
the rule of law, not the rule of mon. It is 
an ugly, shocking and ominous moment 
when the President defies such a basic 
American principle.” 
At the same time, the Columbus 
Citizen-Journal was optimistic that 
Justice

official 
Henry 
Petersen could pick up the Watergate 
investigation and run with it. 
The newspaper also cautioned that 
final judgement of the President should 
be withheld until Sen. John C. Stennis of 
Mississippi makes his report public on 
the Watergate tapes.

for deregulation 
Oilmen push 


WASHINGTON—-Buysweaters! That 
is the cheerful advice from 
White 
House domestic counselor Melvin R. 
Laird on how to beat the oil shortage. It 
comes after months of bumbling and 
hesitation on how to meet an energy 
shortage plainly visible for at least two 
or three years. 
Gasoline prices are moving up and 
will go higher. Now the threat of an 
increase in the cost of natural gas 
hitting millions of householders across 
the country is the storm center of a 
fierce struggle. 
The Nixon Administration and the 
big oil companies that control most of 
the gas 
are calling 
for 
complete 
deregulation, 
taking 
aw ay 
the 
authority 
of the 
Pederal 
Pow er 
Commission to put a brake on prices 
the major producers can charge. 


The argument backed by oil com­ 
pany scare propaganda on the energy 
shortage is that deregulation will make 
it possible to bring in new’ gas reserves, 
thanks to larger earnings. 


T U P C L A L L E N G E comes from Sen. 
Adlai E. Stevenson 3d of Illinois. He 
proposes to deregulate all but the 70 
largest producers out of the total of 
4,700 in the industry. With the lid en­ 
tirely off. Stevenson contends, the Big 
Pour would come in for $8 billion in 
windfall profits in a relatively few 
years. 


Por the consumer it could mean a 
rise from the average price of 24 cents 
a

to

cents. 
The 
householders’ bill would be doubled and 
then some in short order. 


The impact of this is measured 
against the fact that nearly one-third of 
all energy 
uses are derived

natural gas. The cost to industry would 
zoom and that cost would inevitably be 
passed on to the consumer Por all the 
pious platitudes about controlling in­ 
flation here is a primary source with 
the 
blessing

One indication that the votes may be 
there for passage of the Stevenson 
proposal is the volume of propaganda 
from the oil companies and the in­ 
tensity of the lobbying on Capitol Hill. 
Actually, the Stevenson bill calls for 
modified and streamlined regulation of 
the big producers. The senator con­ 
tends this would make for quicker 
action and be an insurance against 
windfall profits. 


T U P

friends on The Hill. Chief among them 
is Sen. Russell B Long of Louisiana, 
who has had the candor to describe 
himself as the darling of the oil in­ 
dustry.

Or some cheerful 
little novelty in which a group of 
sadistic teenagers specialize in

cinerating drunken derelicts? I have 
seen enough killing for one lifetime.

usually a disaster area) has revived the 
mystery. So last Sunday night we told 
our dinner guests that — what ever the 
status of the meal — we were going off 
to watch a British import at 9 p.m.: 
Dorothy Sayers’ “ Clouds of Witness,” 
featuring Lord Peter Wimsey. 
Interestingly enough, their response 
was that they were planning to desert 
dessert, if necessary, to get home and 
follow the strange adventure Lord

IT IS an excellent job: W’imsey, who

But 
fundamentally the story hinges on plot 
and character. I know exactly what is 
going to happen, but what else is new? I 
had read “ Oliver Twist” before I saw 
the film, and the culmination of “ Tora, 
Tora.

You’ve come a long way baby and if 
you don’t believe it, consider what 
women school teachers had to put up 
with in the “ good old days.” 
In the October issue of the Cabell 
County Board of Education’s school 
bulletin, the following rules of conduct 
were excerpted from an article in a 
1915 teachers magazine: 
1. You will not marry during the term 
of your contract. 
2. You are not to keep company with 
men. 
3. You must be home between the 
hours of 8 p.m. and 6 a m. unless at­ 
tending a school function. 
4. You may not loiter downtown in ice 
cream stores. 


5. You may not travel beyond the city 
limits unless you have the permission 
of the chairman of the board. 
6. You may not ride in a carriage or 
automobile with any man unless he is 
your father or brother. 
7. You may not smoke cigarettes. 
8. You may not dress in bright colors . 


9. You may under no circumstances 
dye your hair. 
10. You must wear at least two pet 
ticoats. 
11. Your dresses must not be any 
shorter than two inches above the 
ankle. 


12. To keep the school room neat and 
clean, you must: sweep the floor at 
least once daily; scrub the floor at least 
once a week with hot, soapy water; 
clean the blackboards at least once a 
day; and start the fire at 7 a m. so the 
room will be warm by 8 a m.

Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Division of Wildlife has just finished the 
1973 fiscal year in the red. As a result, 
hunters and fishermen may see an 
increase in their licenses in the future. 
Dan 
Armbruster, chief of the 
division, 
said 
expenditures 
totaled 
$602,002 more than revenue in this 
fiscal year. In 1972, the division was in 
the black by $694,598. 
Armbruster said division revenue 
increased from $6,810,066 in the 1972 
fiscal year to $7,072,760 for the year 
which ended June 30. 
At 
the same time, expenditures 
jumped $1,559,294, from $6,115,468 in 
1972 to $7,674,762 in 1973. 
Hunting and trapping license sales 
were about the same for the two years. 
Fishing license sales were up slightly. 
Increases also came from federal 
funds and more pollution and stream 
litter fines. 
Armbruster said the expenditures 
jumped in three main areas: pay raises 
for all state employes, inflation and the 
State Controlling Board’s release of 
$1,731,446 from the Wildlife Fund for 
capital improvements. 
More than 2,000 acres were acquired 


with some of the latter funds, he said. 
Inflation has hit the division hard. 
It s printing costs alone rose 40 per cent 
in one year, Armbruster said. 
Costs of food for buds and fish, 
supplies and vehicle repairs all jum­ 
ped. The most drastic increase was in 
goose food It went from $1(M) to $300 a 
ton. 
Armbruster has not curtailed any 
division programs, but he's told em­ 
ployes to make do with what they have. 
Stone for parking areas and access 
roads has been drastically reduced. 
Printing is being limited to licenses and 
permits, about a half dozen new lake 
maps and the necessary administrative 
forms. 
Armbruster has appointed a com­ 
mittee to review potential sources of 
increased income for the division. He 
expects an increase in fishing and 
hunting license fees will be seriously 
considered. 
At the same time, the committee has 
recommended several ways to reduce 
expenditures without hurting any of the 
division s basic programs. Armbruster 
said some of these already are in oper­ 
ation.

As it 
is, Sunday is the day when he 
gets most of his unusual jobs, 
he says, because weekends 
are the busiest times for do-it- 
yourselfers. 
In Dorn’s words,“ they start 
off Saturday morning buying 
a lot of tooIS to do a job, arui 
then, watch out . . ." 
“ One 
man 
screwed 
the 
pressure switch on Ins pump 
way down and blew the top of 
the tank right off,” Dom says, 
"The pressure is supposed to 
remain at 55 or 60 
tanks 
only go for 75 pounds per 
square inch. But he had it up 
to about IOO pounds . . . " 
If he had let a plumber do it 
in the first place the job would 
have taken about IO minutes, 
Dom remarked.

Assume you’re in three notrump and 
West leads the deuce of hearts. You win 
witli the ten and see there ¿ire only six 
tricks you can take at once. 
You can try for the other three tricks 
in two ways. (Remember that you don’t 
see the East-West hands.) One is to 
lead the queen of diamonds and finesse, 
in which case you make nine tricks if 
West has the king. The other way is to 


force out the ace of spades, in which 
ease you make nine tricks provided 
West started with only four hearts. 
Your decision is crucial. If you try 
the diamond finesse and it loses, you 
are sure to go down even if West has 
only four hearts (you would lose three 
hearts, a diamond and a spade). But if 
you lead a spade and West has only four 
hearts, you will make the contract (you 
would lose three hearts and a spade). 
How do you decide what to do? The 
answer is that it West religiously leads 
his fourth-best card, you should attack 
spades and shun the diamond finesse. 
West, in such case, would have to pay 
lor his zeal about lourth-hest leads and 
you would make three notrump. 
But what if West is a player who, on 
occasion, leads fifth best from a long 
suit? In that event you would have a 
tough decision to make and be forced to 
rely entirely on your instinct. 
In the actual hand, South attacked 
spades and went down 
when he could 
have made the contract by relying on a 
diamond finesse. It turned out that 
West, though habitually a fourth-best 
leader, in the present case was clever 
enough to realize that his partner had 
absolutely no values 
and that only 
the declarer could tw fooled by a fifth- 
best lead.

Airlines Segregating Smokers 


Airlines have finally 
and wisely 
realized that the personal health and 
liberties of their passengers are af­ 
fected by tobacco smoke in the closed 
confines of an airplane. 
It is now possible to choose a non­ 
smoking compartment free from ex­ 
posure to the hazards of other people’s 
smoke. Movie houses and theaters long 
ago have given their patrons this 
choice. 
There are still many areas where the 
captive 
audience 
in 
trains 
and 
elevators must pay a penalty 
for 
another person’s smoking indulgence. 
One reader from Nevada amusingly 
wrote that he was unable to enjoy his 
game of Blackjack because everybody 
at his table puffed smoke directly into 
his face. He wanted me to suggest that 
certain tables be set aside for non- 
smokers. 
He added, “What’s the use of winning 
if I ’ll be too sick to enjoy my profits?” 
Facetious as that sounds, there is 
scientific validity to the fact that non- 


smokers are subject to health hazards 
when exposed to the concentrated 
smoke of others. 


People with chronic bronchitis, 
emphysema or asthma are severely 
burdened when they are caught in à 
closed room filled with cigarette 
smoke. 


( igar smokers are a special menace 
of their own in a poorly ventilated 
room. 


The fact that impurities in cigars are 
not nearly so hazardous as those in 
cigarettes does not minimize the fact 
that cigar smokers leave the telltale 
evidence of their presence long after 
they have left the room. 


II may be impossible to convince 
some cigarette smokers that 
their 
health can be seriously affected by 
cigarettes.

however, to find ways to protect non- 
smokers from the burdens imposed on 
them in all public places of assembly.

forced off farms 


CONYEKS, Ga. (AP) 
Trappist 
monks, 
traditionally farmers, have* 
been forced by the American economy 
to get out of farming and into arts and 
crafts. 


“We once had a thriving dairy farm, 
but the buildings are all empty now,” 
said Father Paul, waving a hand at tlx* 
red brick barn. “The economy forced 
us out of farming and out of raising pigs 
and chickens, too. We’ve diversified 
now, into arts and crafts.” 


On a chilly March day in wartime 
1944 , 20 monies from Gethsemane, Ky , 
came to this small town near Atlanta, 
displaced 20 cows and two mules from 
Honeycreek Farm and founded the 
Monastery of tlx* Holy Spirit 


After tlx* war, an influx of men joined 
the m onastic order of C istercian 
monks, one of tlx* ancient orders ol 
Europe. They are devoted to work and 
prayer and a way ol life designed to 
prevent the world from coming bet 
ween them and God. 


In tlx* quarter ol a century since they 
arrived they have built awe-inspiring 
buildings with theii own hands, along 
the lines ol tlx* Old World cloisters of 
classic beauty 
When farming proved unprofitable, 
they turned to baking bread and selling 
it 
to superm arkets, 
constructing 
stained glass 
They still raise some 
plants and vegetables and also own a 
herd of about 50 Black Angus cattle 
Farming is only one of tlx* changes 
Recent revisions of the Roman ( atholie 
dogma have relaxed some of tlx* aus 
ter it y of the monastic life although it is 
still an ascetic one 
Once totally vegetarian, they now eat 


meat about four times a year 
on 
festive religious occasions. 
They also have a color television set 
and can submit requests for special 
programs. 
Usually 
they 
see 
educational programs only but have 
viewed programs such as the Apollo 11 
landings. 
Their rule of silence among them­ 
selves still prevails Rut they now greet 
all visitors freely. 
The community, which numbers 60, 
spends much of its time in prayer in a 
church of vaulted ceilings and magnifi 
cent stained glass. In tlx* darkness 
before daylight, they are chanting the 
Mass 
Said one monk: 
"Hear tlx* silence. It’s so quiet out 
here 
and it always is.”

Middle East war 
flares up again

Hard fighting continued today on 
both fronts of the Arab-Israeli war 
despite the cease-fire ordered by Israel 
and Egypt Monday night. 
The 
m ilitary 
co rresp o n d en t 
of 
E gypt’s Middle East News Agency 
reported that Egyptian and Israeli 
forces were “locked in the most vicious 
fighting since the outbreak of the w ar.” 
Israel charged the Egyptians with 
“incessant” cease-fire violations and 
said its forces in the southern sector of 
the Suez Canal front had been ordered 
to continue fighting to counter Egyp­ 
tian attacks in that area. 
Egypt accused the Israelis of seizing 
new positions during the night, par­ 
ticularly on the west bank of the canal, 
and said that Israeli planes bombed 
and strafed the Egyptian forces. 
It said this “compels our forces to use 
force to strike at the Israeli forces in 
the positions occupied after the cease­ 
fire.” 
Israel also reported a big air battle 
over the Syrian front and claimed its 
pilots shot down IO Syrian planes 
during the morning. Syria charged that 
Israeli planes and artillery were at­ 
tacking villages in the eastern foothills 
of Mt. Hebron. 


An e a rlie r Israeli co m m u n iq u e 
reported heavy Egyptian fire Monday 
night and said, “ toward the end of the 
night the shooting lessened but did not 
cease com pletely.” Several hours later 


a second announcement in Tel Aviv 
reported: “ At daybreak the Egyptians 
opened heavy fire on Israeli forces on 
the western bank of the Suez Canal on 
the central sector.” 


There was no immediate word on 
Israeli retaliation in that area, but an 
official of the Israeli com m and said 
after the earlier reports of Egyptian 
firing that the Israeli forces “showed 
as much restraint as was possible 
before returning fire.” 


Dam ascus Radio announced that the 
Syrian government was still studying 
the cease-fire resolution voted early 
Monday by the U.N. Security Council.

Lebanon said the sounds of fighting 
seemed to die out on the Syrian front 
just before the cease-fire hour, and 
Associated Press correspondent Alex 
Efty reported from D am ascus that 
artillery flashes were not visible there 
Monday night for the first tim e since 
the war began.

But leaders em erging from a formal 
meeting on the procedure, including 
Rep. Jim Wright of Texas, said Albert 
told them he wants the impeachable 
offense inquiry rath er than full-scale 
House im peachm ent proceedings.

resolutions as

resolutions urging only an inquiry will 
be turned over to the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. 
“This is the first necessary step if 
impeachment proceedings are to en­ 
sue,” Wright said. 
He also said Albert stressed twice 
during the m orning that he wants 
House Republican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan confirmed as vice 
president before there is any formal 
House action on im peachment, should 
the proceedings go that far. 
“ He just doesn’t want Jerry Ford to 
be held hostage,” Wright said. 
Republican leaders also met, and 
Ford reaffirm ed his support for Nixon.

doesn’t seem to m e that the facts, 
under the p re sen t circu m stan ces, 
justify such drastic action.”

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Three boys, two 
13 and one 12, have been charged with 
first-degree m urder in the death of a 
derelict who was doused with lighter 
fluid and set afire. 
Officers said the boys, whose nam es 
were withheld, adm itted setting fire to 
Charles Scales, 38, as he slept off a wine 
drunk behind an abandoned building 
Saturday night. 
The boys also were charged Monday 
with two counts of assault with intent to 
com m it m urder for setting fire to two 
other men, officers said. Police said 
they knew of a fourth man assaulted by 
the trio. 
Police gave this account of the in­ 
cident : 
The boys, all of whom have long 
re co rd s 
of 
vandalism , 
la rc e n y , 
b u rg la ry , robbery and n a rc o tic s 
possession, bought or stole several cans 
of lighter fluid from a neighborhood 
store 
Their first victim was a cat. They 
soaked the animal with lighter fluid 
and then watched if burn to death. A 
short tim e later they set fire to an 
unidentified drunk who m anaged to 
beat out the flames and shuffle aw ay. 


The boys then wandered down the 
street to a restaurant, where they 
tossed lighter fluid on J.B. Blackburn, 
50, as he left a back door. Blackburn 
said the youngsters threw a lighted 
m atch at him and fled down an alley as 
he pulled off his shirt and beat out the 
flames. 
The youths next entered an alley 
where Em m ett Sprat ling, 53, was lying 
on a discarded table top and Scales was 
sleeping on a bench. 
Officers said Spratling told them he 
and Scales had been drinking wine and 
had settled down to sleep when they 
were attacked. 
The boys set both men afire and ran 
away. Spratling m anaged to beat out 
the flames that flared round his head, 
but by the time Scales woke and rushed 
out of the alley, his clothing and large 
sections of flesh had been burned. 
Spratling suffered only minor in­ 
juries Scales died in a hospital IO hours 
later. 
Officers said one boy was on a 
weekend pass from the Kendall Youth

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon’s lawyers were due in court 
today with a W atergate tapes com­ 
prom ise the White House hopes will 
head off demands for his impeachment. 
After a holiday weekend that shook 
the government, the House reconvened 
with at least two m em bers prepared to 
file im peachm ent reso lu tio n s and 
many more saying they are ready to 
consider such a move.

Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson, who 


had been confirmed by the Senate last

When Deputy Atty. Gen. William P. 
Ruckelshaus also refused to fire Cox, 
he was dismissed. 
Robert H. Bork, who had been 
solicitor general, a job Cox held a 
decade ago, was named acting attorney 
general, and he carried out the presi­ 
dential order to fire Cox.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 
W atergate com m ittee today asked the 
U.S. Court of Appeals to reverse a 
decision dismissing its W atergate tapes 
suit. 
In a brief filed with the appeals court, 
the com m ittee said, “ It has been 
suggested in the press that a ‘com­ 
prom ise’ of this lawsuit was reached 
whereby appellants would forego this 
litigation in exchange for ‘sum m aries’ 
of certain tapes.

politicians and their campaigns. 
D em ocratic Gov. John G illigan 
called the extraordinary session and 
restricted it to consideration of new 
laws to limit and account for campaign 
spending 
House Speaker A. G. Lancione, D-99 
Bellaire, said theta* probably will be 
patty caucuses when both cham bers 
convene at 1:30 p.m. The lawmakers 
are expected to recess later to let 
Senate and House election committees 
work on specific proposals, including 
one from the Gilligan administration. 
Predictions of how long the special 
session may last vary from several 


days to two weeks or longer. It will 
depend on the law m akers' ability to 
reach a compromise in key areas. 
The big point of contention centers on 
how to handle cam paign contributions 
from labor unions. Gilligan opposes a 
$3.(KH) ceiling on such contribtuions if 
the money com es from 
individual 
donations of less than $10, funneled 
through a labor organization. 
Republicans are expected to insist 
that the individual union m em bers bt* 
allowed to earm ark their donations to 
the party or candidates of their choice, 
as teachers are perm itted to do in a 
new wage checkoff program they have 
for political contributions. 
House Majority Whip Richard F. 
Celeste, D-5 Cleveland, will introduce 
the governor’s bill in the House, he 
said, while Sen. Thomas E. Carney, D- 
32 G irard, is expected to introduce it in 
the Senate. 


Celeste defended the union proposal 
at a news conference Monday, saying 
labor organizations have their own 
“ constitu tio n al a rra n g e m e n ts” and 
asserting their functions are “open and 
democratic ” It would be wrong, he 
m aintained, for the legislature “to 
w rite a different decision-m aking 
procedure.” 
Some Republicans, including Rep.

Celeste said there is a chance for

WASHINGTON CALLING . . . by Marquis Childs 
Oilmen push for deregulation 


WASHINGTON—Buy sweaters! That 
is the cheerful advice from White 
House domestic counselor Melvin R. 
Laird on how’ to beat the oil shortage. It 
comes after months of bumbling and 
hesitation on how- to meet an energy 
shortage plainly visible for at least two 
or three years. 
Gasoline prices are moving up and 
will go higher. Now the threat of an 
increase in the cost of natural gas 
hitting millions of householders across 
the country is the storm center of a 
fierce struggle. 
The Nixon Administration and the 
big oil companies that control most of 
the gas are calling for complete 
deregulation, 
taking 
away 
the 
authority of the Federal Power 
Commission to put a brake on prices 
the major producers can charge. 


The argument backed by oil com­ 
pany scare propaganda on the energy 
shortage is that deregulation will make 
it possible to bring in new gas reserves, 
thanks to larger earnings. 


THE CLALLEN GE comes from Sen. 
Adlai E. Stevenson 3d of Illinois. He 
proposes to deregulate all but the 70 
largest producers out of the total of 
4,700 in the industry. With the lid en­ 
tirely off, Stevenson contends, the Big 
Four would come in for $8 billion in 
windfall profits in a relatively few 
years. 


For the consumer it could mean a 
rise from the average price of 24 cents 
a 
unit 
to 
75 
to 
80 
cents. 
The 
householders’ bill would be doubled and 
then some in short order. 


The impact of this is measured 
against the fact that nearly one-third of 
all energy uses are derived from 
natural gas. The cost to industry would 
zoom and that cost would inevitably be 
passed on to the consumer. For all the 
pious platitudes about controlling in­ 
flation here is a primary source with 
the blessing of an Administration 
putting out these platitudes. 


One indication that the votes may be 
there for passage of the Stevenson 
proposal is the volume of propaganda 
from the oil companies and the in­ 
tensity of the lobbying on Capitol Hill. 
Actually, the Stevenson bill calls for 
modified and streamlined regulation of 
the big producers. The senator con­ 
tends this would make for quicker 
action and be an insurance against 
windfall profits. 


THE 
BIG 
BOYS have powerful 
friends on The Hill. Chief among them 
is Sen. Russell B. Long of Louisiana, 
who has had the candor to describe 
himself as the darling of the oil in­ 
dustry. 
Chairman of the 
Finance 
Committee, he wields great influence 
on all matters concerned with business 
and industry. Long opposes the 
Stevenson bill. 


The 
House 
has 
just 
passed 
a 
sweeping 
measure 
calling 
for 
allocation not only of natural gas and 
propane but of crude oil, gasoline and 
virtually all petroleum products. The 
Nixon energy czar, former Colorado 
Gov. John A. Love, came out against 
such broad regulation. He argues that 
only a limited allocation such as he has 


put into effect for heating and diesel 
fuels can be workable. 
Granted that the production and 
distribution of petroleum products in a 
nation wedded to the internal com­ 
bustion engine is so 
complicated 
almost to defy regulation, which is 
Love’s point, nevertheless the failure to 
confront the shortages and the price 
spiral seems inexcusable. 
With gasoline prices rising and 
certain to go much higher in the near 
future, there has thus been no effort to 
distribute the burden equitably. 


THIS MEANS that the owner of a gas 
guzzler, a Cadillac or a Lincoln Con­ 
tinental, pays the same price as the 
driver of a battered Plymouth. Figures 
show that car owners in the income 
range from $3,000 to $10,000 a year do 
more driving than those in higher in­ 
come 
brackets. 
That 
is 
partly 
because of the necessity to commute 
long distances to jobs in remote areas. 
Last summer Love's office con­ 
sidered imposing a 10-cents-a-gallon 
gasoline tax, which would have meant 
a 25 per cent price increase. That was 
abandoned because of the obvious 
inequity. Now task forces are con­ 
sidering the possibility of a tax on 
horsepower or on the weight of a car. 
That could put a limit on the gas guz­ 
zlers. 
But in the interval between the report 
of a task force, a high-level White 
House decision and the response of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, the 
political weather — not to mention the 
climate — can get very cold. The an­ 
swer calls for more than sweaters.

For more years than I like to recall, I 
have been addicted to good mystery 
stories. The trouble is that discovering 
a genuine mystery story is virtually as 
difficult as finding the “ abominable 
snowman” in the Himalayas. 
Most of the stuff published these days 
is sheer tripe. Instead of a carefully 
wrought plot, every time the author 
runs into a jam he (or she) throws in 
either a sexual ecstasy or a laser ring,

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anything from the Empire State 
Building to a regiment of invaders from 
another planet. 
Several years ago I suggested to 
friends who are deeply involved in 
Hollywood that the time had come to 
drop the looney stuff (James Bond, 
etc.) and revive the real detectives. 
“ Who?” they asked. 
“ Inspector 
Maigret, Hercule Poirot, Lord Peter 
Wimsey, Alan Grant, plus a Dutchman 
whose name I forget.” 
Obviously unacquainted with the 
metier, they asked me who these 
characters were. I was shocked, but 
went 
into

(probably 
boring) 
description of what I consider to be the 
best detective fiction going — and 
added the works of “ Emma Latham” 
as a footnote. 


THEIR REACTION — which may 
have been based on a realistic ap­ 
praisal of the American market except 
that the year following they laid a 
couple of $multi-million eggs — wras 
that nobody would watch that sort of 
stuff. The big attraction was violence, 
and admittedly Josephine Tey’s “ The 
Daughter of Time,” or Poirot utilizing 
his “ little gray cells,” would hardly set 
one’s muscles twitching.

special news programs usually seduce 
me But most of the stuff sends me off in 
five minutes to read a book about 
Roman law. I should waste my time 
watching a comouflaged rerun of 
“ Abie’s Irish Rose” ? Or some cheerful 
little novelty in which a group of 
sadistic teenagers specialize in in­ 
cinerating drunken derelicts? I have 
seen enough killing for one lifetime. 
However, for those who share my 
prejudices, there is good news. 
Educational television (which is 
usually a disaster area) has revived the 
mystery. So last Sunday night we told 
our dinner guests that — what ever the 
status of the meal — we were going off 
to watch a British import at 9 p.m.: 
Dorothy Sayers’ “ Clouds of Witness,” 
teaturing Lord Peter Wimsey. 
Interestingly enough, their response 
was that they were planning to desert 
dessert, if necessary, to get home and 
follow the strange adventure Lord 
Peter confronts in rescuing 
his 
brother, the dopey Duke of Denver, 
from the gallows. 


IT IS an excellent job: Wimsey, who 
could 
be 
overplayed 
as 
an 
anachronistic, aristocratic fop, is just 
right for a contemporary audience. 
(The original version was written in 
1926.) There is, of course, a body. But 
fundamentally the story hinges on plot 
and character. I know exactly what is 
going to happen, but what else is new? I 
had read “ Oliver Twist” before I saw 
the film, and the culmination of “ Tora, 
Tora, Tora” hardly came as a shock.

cheered. 
Educational TV is running a whole 
series in this genre, and it could mop 
up. 
What this country needs is good 
mystery stories in the movies and on 


T V , and this is a first-rate beginning. 
With all due respect to the boys who 
are sitting around thinking of the 
hilarious comic scenes that would 
emerge from marrying an Eskimo to 
an Apache, let s get back to those 
“ little gray cells.”

Also scheduled for issuance with this 
stam p is the fourth in a series of 
souvenir cards. The card reproduces 
(he new stamp plus nine other U. N. 
stam ps previously issued on the theme 
of human rights and includes a brief 
statement by Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim. 
First-day covers of the new stamp 
may be obtained by sending envelopes

Wildlife license 
price hike looms 


FREMONT, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Division of Wildlife has just finished the 
1973 fiscal year in the red. As a result, 
hunters and fishermen may see an 
increase in their licenses in the future. 
Dan A rm b ru ster, 
chief of 
the 
division, 
said 
expenditures 
totaled 
$602,002 more than revenue in this 
fiscal year. In 1972, the division was in 
the black by $694,598. 
Armbruster said division revenue 
increased from $6,810,066 in the 1972 
fiscal year to $7,072,760 for the year 
which ended June 30. 
At 
the same time, expenditures 
jumped $1,559,294, from $6,115,468 in 
1972 to $7,674,762 in 1973. 
Hunting and trapping license sales 
were about the same for the two years. 
Fishing license sales were up slightly. 
Increases also came from federal 
funds and more pollution and stream 
litter fines. 
Armbruster said the expenditures 
jumped in three main a re a s: pay raises 
for all state employes, inflation and the 
State Controlling Board's release of 
$1,731,446 from the Wildlife Fund for 
capital improvements. 
More than 2,000 acres were acquired 


with some of the latter funds, he said. 
Inflation has hit the division hard. 
Ifs printing costs alone rose 40 per cent 
in one year, Armbruster said 
Costs of food for birds and fish, 
supplies and vehicle repairs all .jum­ 
ped. The most drastic increase was in 
goose food. It went from $100 to $300 a 
ton. 
Armbruster has not curtailed any 
division programs, but he’s told em ­ 
ployes to make do with what they have. 
Stone for parking areas and access 
roads has been drastically reduced. 
Printing is being limited to licenses and 
permits, about a half dozen new lake 
maps and the necessary administrative 
forms. 
Armbruster has appointed a com­ 
mittee to review potential sources of 
increased income for the division. He 
expects an increase in fishing and 
hunting license fees will be seriously 
considered. 
At the same time, the committee has 
recommended several ways to reduce 
expenditures without hurting any of the 
division’s basic programs. Armbruster 
said some of these already are in oper­ 
ation.

McNally said the nature center has 
long been a problem area for police.

Assum e you’re in three not ru m p and 
West leads the deuce of hearts. You win 
with the ten and see there are only six 
tricks you can take at once. 
V ou can try for the other three tricks 
in two w ays. ( Rem em ber that you don’t 
see the East-W est hands.) One is to 
lead the queen of diamonds and finesse, 
in which case you m ake nine tricks if 
West has the king. The other w ay is to 


force out the ace of spades, in which 
case you m ake nine tricks provided 
West started with only four hearts. 
Your decision is crucial. If you try 
the diamond finesse and it loses, you 
are sure to go down even if West has 
only four hearts (you would lose three 
hearts, a diamond and a spade). But if 
you lead a spade and West has only four 
hearts, you w ill m ake the contract (you 
would lose three hearts and a spade). 
Mow do you decide w hat to do? The 
answer is that if West religiously leads 
his fourth-best card, you should attack 
spades and shun the diamond finesse. 
West, in such case, would have to pay 
for his zeal about fourth-best leads and 
you 
would m ake three notrum p. 
But what if West is a player who, on 
occasion, leads fifth best from a long 
suit? In that event you would have a 
tough decision to m ake and be forced to 
rely entirely on your instinct. 
In the actual hand, South attacked 
spades and went dow n — when he could 
have m ade the contract by relying on a 
diamond finesse. It turned out 
that 
West, though habitually a fourth-best 
leader, in the present case was clever 
enough to realize that his partner had 
absolutely no values — and that only 
the declarer could be fooled by a fifth- 
best lead.

co n stru ctin g 
stained glass 
They still raise some 
plants and vegetables and also own a 
herd of about f>0 Black Angus cattle.
